“There's _ nothing 
to gain under the proposal except 
saving the expenses of having mul- 
tiple libraries,”Marcus claimed. 

DOWNTOWN TRIP 

Nearly everyone joined in pro- 
testing that consolidation would 
make legal assistance“totally un- 
available to those who need 让

OAKLAND 二 The atmosphere 
was intense and at times bitter. 
More than 80 people erowded into 
the temporary headquarters of the 
Oakland Projeet Area Committee 
(PAC)，an advisory body to the 
Oakland Redevelopment Agency 
(ORA)，for its monthly meeting 
May 14. 

They were there to voice their 
concern that after an eight-month 
history，the PAC has not shown 
that it is Sincere in its quest to 
expand membership，in order to 
get wider representation. 

Speaking on behalf of Asian 
Health Services，Asian Neighbor- 
hood Design， East Bay Asians for 
Community Action (了 BACA)， 
FEBACA Community School，Lin- 
coln Child Care Center，Oakland 
Chinese Community Action Group， 
and Pilipino Youth Development 
Council/Project Manong，Asians 
for a United Community (AUC) at 
that meeting demanded that PAC 
accept the 了 bxXpansion Subcommit- 
tee's: recommendations to_ accept 
14 organizations who have ap- 


pealed for membership and pro- 
vide monthly newsletters to the 
Public. 

了 Howoever despifte their presence 
and demands,  PAC voted to reject 
aproposed change in its by-laws to 
increase membership from 15 to 
30. 

Said a Spokesperson for AUOC 
after the meeting, Right from the 
start PAC showed they did not 
want expansion. They made every 
effort to prevent dealing' with the 
issue despite community Dres:

OVERALL PICTURE 

Robert Wong, PAC member rep- 
resenting the Chinese-American 
Citizens Alliance，was one- who 
voted against expansion.“I think 
its unfortunate that purported 
members of the community dont 
come to these meetings continually 
as we have.

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ASIANS SCREENED FROM 
AAAENTAL _ HEALTH POSTS

Asian Americans increased their 
representation on the District V 
Mental Health Advisory Board 
recently，but they found them- 
selves confronted by an election 
Screening process that seemed de- 
Signed to dilute their strength. 

The Citizen's Advisory Board for 
Distriet V is the policy-making 
body overseeing the mental health 
programs for the Sunset，Rich- 
mond and Oceanview-Merced 
Heights-Ingleside (OMI) districts， 
The board's power rests in the fed- 
eral government's insistence that 
representative community groups 
watchdog the mental health pro- 
grams that are federally funded. 
Distriet V_ recently _ received $1.5 
million from the National Institute 
of Mental Health. 

At the annual District V eleetion 
meeting two weeks ago，a_ large 
contingent of Asians felt that 
slates proposed by the eleetion 
Screening committee did not have 
enough Asians represented. Asian 
American leaders proposed that 
candidates from the floor be nomi- 
nated. The election monitoring 
committee agreed, but manipulat- 
ed the Asians into certain minority 
slots so that Asians found them- 
selves either running against each 
other or against strong minority 
leaders from other districts. 

STRANGE 

“It was a strange Screening 
process，Ssays Rev. Lloyd Wake of 
Glide Memorial Church. “They 
eliminated half of our candidates 
(in the Screening).”Rev，Wake 
claims that the two or three people 
who were pulling strings at the 
meeting pitted four youths against 
each other for the youth slot and 
made them feel guilty for remain- 
ing in the race. He called the whole 
election process“very racist.” 


Edqison Uno, the politically active 
grand jury reformer，was pitted 
against a very popular black union 
leader from the OMI district. He 
lost 42-40 and was not appointed， 
but he received: more votes than 
many of those who were elected. 
Wake feels that Uno did not real- 
ize how the_ screening committee 
was manipulating him until 让 was 
too late. “They tried to do the 
same thing to me,，but I just with- 
drew my name,”Ssays Rev. Wake. 

CLASSIC 

Unoealled the meeting a “classic 
example of the reactionary bu- 
reaucracies that run these (kinqs 
of) institutions and their fear of 
minority representation.”He feels 
the meeting was a"“total abortion 
of the democeratic process” and 
says that the three members of the 
nominating coOmmittee who were 
bossing the meeting“knew they 
were out-voted and they felt so 
threatened that they pulled onut 
their bag of dirty tricks.”LJno real- 
ized too late that he was being 


pitted against na popular black 
leader, and-he was relieved when 
he qiq not win. 


Two members of the Asian- 
American contingent did gain 
spots on the 25-member board. 
They were Mike Lee, an attorney， 
and Mike Iwata，a student from 

Washington High School，、They 
join Asians Eric Lien，a Sunset 
CPA，Rev. Leonard Anutajoy and 
pharmaceist Phil Hall on the board. 

Lee agreed with Wake and Uno 
that there were some irregulari- 
ties in the election sereening proc- 
ess. The Sunset and the Richmond 
districts have a large Asian popu- 
lation and the Asian leaders feel 
that _ future District V mental 
health_ planning ， must have in- 
creased input from the commnu- 
nity. 
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INTERNAL STRIFES 

Several community organizations in Chinatown are hav- 
ing internal conflicts and difficulties. 

It is not unusual to find organizations in which members 
disagree and split on issues. lt does not excite us any more to 
see friends become foes during an election. Each family has 
its quarrels，each nation its civil wars.， However，what is 
unique about these Chinatown organization conflicts is that 
iney almost always have outside connections and influence 
beyond the internal organizational structure， Opposing sides 
go_ outside of the organization for Support， Gangs and 
alliances would be formed，and many non-members are 
welcomed to join in the fight. Asimple disagreernent could 
then be turned into a major controntation. An obvious 
personal grudge_involving two :or three persons can pola- 
rize the_ entire community. 

Another common feature of our organizational strifes is 
the _ NationaliscCommunist conflict， We understand that 
many in our community are qedicated to a Chinese political 
cause， However,， :for the sake of the community， they 
should place local concerns way ahead of foreign ohjectives， 
The _ Nationaliist-Communist conflict will be and shoufld be 
settled on the soil of China, and not in America. Chinese- 
Americans should be good citizens of the United States and 
keep away from political involvement with China. Knowing 
how delicate and complicated the issue is Chinese-American 
organizations should be even more cautious about getting 
involved with the Nationalist-Communist conflict.- 

lt is good to see members of an organization debate on 
issues， But when people begin to polarize, to link up with 
outside groups，and to rally around foreign political 
ideologies，to the detriment of community welfare，it is 
bad newsl

He was admitted into the 
B.C. bar in 1967 and spent the next 
two years as assistant city prose- 
cutor for Burnaby. 

Wong had also served in the 
federal Department of Justice in 
various judicial capacities before 
his appointment to the judgeship. 
While he was Crown Attorney for 
thce Yukon Territory，Wong was 
nicknamed“Dragon of the Delta” 
by the-natives. 

Responding to the tributes paid 
him at his investiture，Wong said， 
“It is of fundamental importance 
that justice should not only be 
done but should manifestly and un- 
doubtedly be seen to be done.”He 


also salid that each time before a， 


judge donned his robes and en- 
tered court he should remember 
that he was not God. 

Right after the ceremony，Wong 


heard his first case at courtroom 


number ten. He sentenced a re- 
peating violator of the traffic ljaws 
to 3a $500 fine or one month in 
jail 一 along with a stern warnin&.

The CROC has been established 
Since July 1973 to serve the Chi- 
ncse immigrants，the majority of 
them current arrivals of five years 
or less，in the area: of mental 
health. 玉 mphasis is on erisis inter- 
vention and preventive counseling 
with individuals as well as families. 

Speaking about the patients， 

(FOC direetor Loretta Huahn said 
reccntly, “They have almost no 
socialization and they suffer great- 
ly in isolation。 Group acetivities 
help to establish friendships and 
they also become supportive to 
each other.”Much of the work of 
(CFOC is conducted by home visits， 
since_ patients have_ difficulty in 
transportation.、Patients are also 
taken to other resources_ in the 
coOmmunity for services. 

The bilingual staff now consists 
中 adirector，two social workers， 
an _ office manager and a psychi- 
atric consultant. Four outreach bi- 
linegual aides are also being trained 
lor thecprogram.

qdens. 

GRANTS 

Currently before the House Sub- 
committee on Equal Opportunities 
of the House Committee on 忆 duca- 


tion and Labor, the bill would au- 


thorize grants of $1,000 per immi- 
Srant to states，with grants au- 
thorized as well to ”gateway cities” 
(San Francisco, New York，Miami， 
New Orleans，Boston， Chicago， 
Seattle，Los Angeles，etc:) where 
more than five per cent of the 
population are immigrants. 

“These eities then,” said Repre- 
scntative Mink,“could determine 
through their existing social agen- 
Cics how programs of education， 
health，housing，job training，oOri- 
cntation，public assistance，and 
other acetivities could be earried 
Out.” 

The bill in addition would author- 
iZcC _ Public Health Service treat- 
ment for Immigrants, food stamps， 
travel grants of up to $250 per im- 
migrant to travel from a gateway 
city to another state for employ- 
ment purposes，and would direcet 
the U.S. 疏 mployment Service' to 
establish programs in gate cities of 
job referral for immigrants to jobs 
available in other states. 

“Sinee our immigration laws and 
policies are set by the federal gov- 
crnment,， I feel that it must bear 3 
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Congresswoman Mink Offers Solutions to Asian Plight 
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responsibility to assist those areas 
bearing disproportionate burdens 
in providing governmental Serv- 
ices to new immigrants admitted 
Under federal law，Ms. Mink said. 

Through HR 9895，she added， 
“we would be better equipped to 
teach them better English，train 
them for jobs, and in general help 
our immigrants adjust to their 
new lifein the United States.” 


GET INVOLVED” \ 

Her advice to AsSian-Americans 
is for them to get involved in the 
American political process and exX- 
press their needs， 

“Asian-Americans are notorious 
for avoiding public attention, she 
said, but "the truth is that poverty 
does exist among Asian-AmeTi- 
cans,， as it does among any other 
minority or majority group.” 

She went on to say that the only 


real interest in minorities has been 
“political exploitations"”: “The 
courting and puffing up of a few 
minority jeaders has been a delib- 
erate tactic to cull Support without 
providing the substance of re- 
form.” 

According to Representative 
Mink，there has been no local 
Support and interest in her two 
bills，and she urged aggressive 


lobbying，letter-writing to local: 


Congressmen, and appearances at 
Congressional hearings on the part 
of Asian-Americans to generate 
Support. 

“Weneed a national cooperative 
effort to put our ideas across to 
Congress,”she said. 

Only through such efforts can 
Asian-Americans help to build a 
strong, vital, and diverse country， 
she concluded.

NEW YORK 一 Since May 16， 
hundreds of persons from the 
Asian American community，com- 
munity organizations, workers and 
students have demonstrated and 
picketed the Confucius Plaza in 
Chinatown，according to 3a press 
release issued by the Asian Ameri- 
cans for 也 qual 斑 mployment (AA- 
下 也 也 ). 

The rallies，sponsored by AA- 
FEE, are calling for the immediate 
hiring of 40 workers and an end to 
all employment discrimination，es- 
pecially racism in the construction 
industry，AAFERE is demanding 
that government，unions and con- 
tractors_ remedy“the_ century-old 
pattern of exclusion of Asian- 


Americans by estabjlishing specific 
employment goals.” 

It is calling for 25 per cent of the 
workers in all crafts and at all 
levels at the_ Confucius Plaza be 
Asian Americans and that an 
Asian American investigator be 
hired immediately to monitor mi- 
nority hiring at the Plaza and 
other sites. 

Thus far，at least 50 persons 
have been arrested in the demon- 
strations.
